Neighborhood Demands 
Action On Oil Well 


A neighborhood aroused to anger 
and concern drew together at a Town 
Hall meeting “Friday night and 
demanded answers to a problem 
which they feel threaten the safety of 
their children. 

Prompting the outpouring of local 
interest was the death of 8-year-old 
Ronald Wolf, whose crushed body 
was found a week ago at the site of a

The location of the well, a little 
more than a year ago, had brought

the oil well pumping equipment which appears to attract neighborhood 
‘youngsters. The safety measures required by law include the cyclone. 
fencing stapled around the outside of the pump and the barbed wire on top. 
The fencing is not positioned in the ground and is not required to be. 
Obvious gaps show around and beneath the fencing. Through the enclosure 
can be seen one of the two oil tanks on the premises, to the left the stairs and 


to the right the block wall that encloses the site but is not child proof. 


Sokha's Future Undecided 


A court action, started in the city 
of Los Angeles, may disrupt the lives 
of 20 Cambodian refugee children, 
nine in Orange County, it was 
reported here this week. 

One of the youngsters is 
7-year-old Sokha Larson, adopted by 
the Kenneth Larson family of 
Placentia and the subject of a Page 
One feature story in the September 
17, 1975 Placentia Courier. 

Sokha was placed in the Larson 
home by Family Ministries, a state 
licensed adoption agency, her father 
Ken Larson points out. The crux of 
the court case is that Family 
Ministries showed religious discri- 
mination in placing the 20 
youngsters, 

The local Larson family, who have 
carefully guided Sokha through the 
remnants of her traumatic life in the 
Cambodian strife and severe health 
and nutritional problems, from 
which she is gradually emerging, 
expressed shock this week at the 
decision of Los Angeles Superior 
Court Judge Lester E. Olson. 

“It is inhumane and tragic,”’ 
Kenneth Larson stated this week. 
“It would be incomprehensible to 
any parent, to take a child who has 
been through such tragic circum- 
stances and disrupt their lives 
again.’’ 

Larson, who appeared on Los 
Angeles television Monday night as 


the outgrowth of a press conference 
of all the children and their parents, 
said that the group ‘‘will hire the 
best attorney they can find’’ as a 


preliminary to fighting for the 
children. 
“This is  barbaric,’’ Larson 


continued. ‘‘Surely the parents of 
these children have some rights 
too.”’ 

‘‘We’re not going to sit still,’’ 
Larson emphasized. ‘‘They are out 
after our child. They want to take her 
out of here. We are doing what any

the oil well which they serve. 

Neighborhood crowds, expres- 
sing their displeasure at the 
developments in 1974 slowly 
dispersed leaving a handful with 
spokesman David Margolias leading 
the fight, Margolias emphasized the 
dangers of the well so near to 
residences on both sides. 

The neighborhood spokesman 
was also among petitioners Friday, 
who gathered at Brookhaven 
Elementary School to demand 
answers from city officials. Two 
council members were in atten- 
dance, Mayor Robert Lyons and 
Councilman George De Jesus. The 
three other members did not appear. 

As in 1974, solutions, it was 
pointed out, rest with what can be 
legally demanded. Mayor Lyons 
promised the group answers from 
consultation with City Attorney 
Charles Post III. Not much 
information was expected to be 
available by city council meeting 
time Tuesday night, although as 


heavy interest in the matter 
continued, it was considered a 
possibility. 


Young Ronald Wolf, on his way to 
school at Brookhaven last Tuesday 
morning, visited the site of the well, 
which neighborhood youngsters 
report is an especial attraction ‘‘to 
ride the pump.’’ He was found 
critically injured by Vern Trecker, 
an employee of John Alexander, 
Newport Beach, owner of the well. 

Trecker, on a daily morning 
inspection to see if the equipment 
was operating properly, found the 
eight-year-old. Young Wolf was 
transferred to Placentia-Linda Com- 
munity Hospital where he under- 
went between six to seven hours of 
surgery to repair his multiple 
injuries. He died early Thursday 
morning. 

A current inspection of the site

normal parent would do under the 
circumstances.”’ 

‘‘We went through a legal state 
adoption agency and were awarded 
a child. This is traumatic for the 
child and for the rest of the family.”’ 

‘‘| have met the people who put 
their lives on the line for these 
kids,’’ Larson explained. 

The Larsons previously had 
avoided any publicity concerning the 
Los Angeles court case in an effort to 
shield Sokha from the news and 
repercussions. The families, Larson 
outlined, had hoped for a favorable 
court decision which would have left 
the enthusiastic 7-year-old Sokha in 
their care without further rancor. 

The court decision, now turns 
custody of Sokha and the other 
children over to the Los Angeles 
County Department for Adoptions, 
which would not normally have 
jurisidiction here. 

Judge Olson’s decision, based on 
religious discrimination practices 
by Family Ministries, stemmed from 
the desire of Dr. Richard Scott, a 
medical doctor with the Los Angeles 
Department of Health and Mrs. 
Scott to adopt one of the Cambodian 
orphans, Trop Ven, whom Scott first 
saw during medical examinations of 
the children on their arrival at the 
Los Angeles International Airport.

[Continued From Fage 1] 
ter of Fullerton are the permanent 
foster parents of Trop Ven. 

When Dr. and Mrs. Scott then 
applied for the child, they were told 
by Family Ministries, who had legal 
custody of the children, of the long 
waiting list of 1,200 prospective 
adopting families ahead of them. 

Family Ministries said the Scotts 
then declined to go through the 
tedious procedure to qualify for a 
child, and instead instigated the 
court case. 

Among the basic subjects during 
the trial was that Family Ministries 
placed the children in protestant 
homes and sought answers of 
religious affiliation from the 
prospective parents, thus setting 
religious discrimination. 

Family Ministries is listed as a 
private Christian adoption agency. 
The Larsons attend the Free 
Evangelical Church of Yorba Linda. 

The Scotts are Episcopalians. 

This week the future of the 
youngsters, including Sokha, was 
undertermined as the children are 
still in their original homes. The 
court order, however, gives the Los 


Angeles County agency jurisdiction 
and the right to replace the 
youngsters. 

The Cambodian children were 
first rescued by World Vision, a 
Christian relief organization head- 
quartered in Monrovia. 

According to statements by 
Penelope Key, the medical doctor at 
Tuol Kauk, ‘‘All of the children 
brought to the Center would have 
died without medical and nutritional 
care or would have been destroyed 
by the communist bombing 
attacks.”’ 

The children were airlifted to 
California and their custody 
relinquished to Family Ministries 
“with the request to place the 
orphans in Christian adoptive 
homes.’’ 

Another issue in the court case 
was Dr. Scott’s petition to adopt 
Trop Ven. This was not granted in 
the decision. 

Sokha attends Brookhaven Ele- 
mentary School and is in a combined 
first-second grade class. Others in 
the family include mother, Judie, 
and brother and sister Ken, Jr. and 
Karen.

America’s craze for nostalgia seems even to have swept up some of the 
politicians. Sens. Hubert Humphrey and Jacob Javits have dusted the 
cobwebs off that quaint old-timer ‘‘National Economic Planning,’’ and have 
trotted it out in the form of a bill, S 1975, ‘‘The Balanced Growth and 
Economic Planning Act of 1975.”’ : 

You will have to look across the seas to view the wonders which National 
Economic Planning has created. You see, it’s really another term for 
piecemeal socialism. The Soviet Union, in its early days, adopted it with one 
fell swoop, and has had a series of Five-Year Plans ever since. 

They have produced a consumer standard of living so great that we would 
have to cut our own almost in half to match it. India has demonstrated the 
wonders of National Economic Planning, too, and even France and Britain 
have flirted with it, without success. 

How does it work? It starts with the assumption that all segments of the 
economy need to exchange information about their goals and plans in order 
for everything to work in harmony with beneficial results for all. 

Unfortunately, their assumption is wrong. Lack of advance information 
isn’t the problem; public policy mismanagement is. Inflation, recession and 
shortages are caused by political decisions made by administrations, 
congresses and federal bureaus. Additional information won't cure that. 

In fact, the Humphrey-Javits bill would make things a good deal worse. 

It would create a new superagency of the federal government; the 
Economic Planning Board. The board would come up with a series of 
national objectives and five-year-type plans. 

Then they are supposed to employ something called ‘‘a consistent set of 
economic techniques”’ to get business, labor and the consumer to go along 
with their plans. 

Under the co-chairmanship of Wassily Leontieff of Harvard, who has 
received more than $1 million since 1962 to study his pet project of National 
Economic Planning, the Initiative Committee for National Economic 
Planning tells us in its brochure how this Economic Planning Board should 
get everyone to make the decisions it wants. It says, ‘‘The means of 
influencing those decisions are already familiar to us.”’ 

“Some, such as tax incentives and disincentives, and traditional 
monetary and fiscal policies, influence individual actions indirectly. Others, 
such ag selective credit controls, guidance of basic capital flows, limits to the 
use of air, water and land and mandatory resource allocation, affect 
individual actions directly.’’ And there you have a recipe for complete 
socialism. 

Despite its obvious lack of success elsewhere--not to mention its assault 
on human freedom--centralized economic planning is being touted by a 
number of well-known economists, including John Kenneth Galbraith, who 
is a board member of the initiative committee. 

The planning advocates, with their obsession for controlling everything in 
sight, believe that they can do so wisely if only they can accurately predict 
future actions in the economy. But Galbraith, in his latest book, says: ‘‘All 
official predictions in economics are suspect.’’ So much for consistency. 

When it comes to job security, though, these economists are a resourceful 
bunch. Not only has Prof. Leontieff kept the flame of Socialist economics 
flickering for 15 years with grants of federal dollars, but also several 
hundred e: onomists would be employed by the new federal agency if the 
Humphrey Javits bill ever becomes law. Leontieff and several of his 
committe members even helped draft it. 

Nostalgia is fine, but I think we would all be better off if the economists 
switched to swallowing goldfish. 
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Neighbors Concerned 
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shows abandoned rusty equipment 
lying outside the perimeter block 
wall. That wall is there for aesthetic 
reasons, Mayor Lyons told the 100 
people who gathered at the school. 
Barbed wire, which is torn away 
from a portion of the top of the wall, 
is there by act of the well owner and 
not as a legal requirement by the 
city. 

The block wall enclosed the 
pumping well itself, and two storage 
tanks, with stairs to the top.

The legal safeguards, according 
to Thomas Nelson, Placentia 
Director of Community Planning, 
include the excavated areas with 
berms at the edges around the oil 
tanks, designed to catch the oil 
should a tank rupture. 


Also the cyclone fencing around 
the well itself, is required by city 
stipulation and must include the 
barbed wire installed outward at a 45 
degree angle at the top. One end of 
this wire cage has been wired shut, 
Nelson repeated a report from 
Trecker. However, the fencing was 
unwired and ajar, allegedly at the 
time the boy was found. 


The wire cage around the pump is 
designed to be removable, Nelson 


Summer 
School 


Grows 


The final report on 1975 summer 
school attendance received by 
trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District recently, showed a 
total of 6,945 students participated 
in the program, compared to 4,029 
last year, reported Dr. Marvin 
Stewart, who was in charge of the 
program. 


A breakdown showed 4,128 in 
elementary schools, including the 
cooperative programs at Whitten 
and Atwood recreation centers; 715 
in the junior highs and 2,117 in the 
three senior highs. 


Mini courses offered for the first 
time were an English as a Second 
Language (ESL) class for 30 visiting 
Japanese students and Idyllwild 
band camp, as well as physical 
conditioning at the high schools and 
a band program at Esperanza. 


Recommendations under consid- 
eration for next year include starting 
high school classes a week later, 
expanding mini-course and satellite 
offerings and providing five-week 
elementary programs.

Speakers pointed out that there 
are large pipes at a low level sticking 
out of the wall around the site, which 
allows youngsters easy access over 
the barrier. Pipes on the other side 
are built up with concrete blocks 
making exit easier over the wall to 
the outside. 

Suggestions were made that the 
well be closed down or removed 
(considered illegal); that the city 
make regular inspections; that wells 
be licensed; that all wells in the city 
be caged on top and all four sides 
with heavy fencing.

Speakers told of seeing other type 
pumping equipment in other cities, 
which appeared safer. Other 
suggestions were to hire permanent 
guards, to place heavy taxes on the 
wells and to put all wells on 
intrusion alarms. 

The well is currently shut down 
and one item to be researched 
Mayor Lyons stated, was to find out

‘thow long can the city legally keep 
that well shut down.”’ 

Among the petitioners Friday was 
Placentian Andre Le Duc, whose son 
Daniel, then age 7, was injured on 
another local producing oil well on 
Friday, April 13, 1973. The boy’s 
foot was cut cleanly through his 
shoe, severing four toes and a large 
section back through his foot.
